Operation 
After occasioning something like 
twenty-one addresses from all sides 


of the house, the resolution on the 
speech from the throne was endorsed 
without a dissenting voice in the leg- 
islature Friday before the house ad- 
journed for the week. No members 
of the opposition took part in the de- 
bate in the closing afternoon, the 
speaking being confined to the goy- 
ernment benches; Hon, J. R, Boyle, 
attorney general; D, Morkeburg of 
Inn.sfail and W. M. Davidson of North 
Calgary occupying the time, Next 
week the house will definitely enter 
into the consideration of bills, esti- 
mates and other important questions, 

The government's position on the 
liquor question was set forth in no fal- 
tering manner by the attorney gener- 
al. He faced the facts squarely and 
in no uncertain terms plainly told the 
house that it was an impossibility to 
entirely prevent illicit liquor peddling 
in the province while distilleries were 
allowed to opetate in full blast tn 
portions of Canada, But he did as- 
sure the house that it was the inten- 
tion of the government to enforce the 
liquor law to the utmost and to this 
end they purposed asking the legis- 
lature for additional apropriations to 
carry on the police work with more 
effective vigor. Besides this there 
would be certain amendments to the 
liquor act submitted with a view of 
making enforcements easier and more 
generally satisfactory. Aside from 
this, however, Hon, Mr. Boyle stated 
emphatically that the liquor act had 
tremendously reduced drinking and 
drunkenness in the province and in no 
pee ee were prohibitory measures 
yetter enforced than in Alberta. 
Davidson Against Commission Plan 

W. N. Davidson, in dealing with 
the liquor question, said he thought it 
would be admitted that the enforce- 
ment of the liquor act had been more 
effective than the majority of people 
expected, though not as well as many 
hoped for. John Barleycorn was 
making his last stand and the strug- 
gle was the most determined of them 
all. He strongly urged the govern- 
ment to abandon the commission 
plan of operation and bring the pro- 
vineial police directly under control 
of ‘the attorney general.

Hon. J. R. Boyle, in dealing with 
the Hquor act enforcement, referred 
to the limited number of provincial 
police engaged in this work in other 
provinces. In places like Ontarto, 
where facilities were better adapted 
for preventing and apprehending 
crime, the results were not a6 satis- 
factory apparently as in Alberta. 

The great area of Alberta, which 
has to be patrolled by a force of only 
148 provincial constables, was point- 
ed out. Here was a total of 253,540 
square miles of sparsely settled coun- 
try to cover with this force; yet in 
1918, with each constable responsible 
for the preservation of order in 1718 
square miles of territory, there were 
5,553 cases entered for prosecution, 
2,425 of which were entered under 
provincial statutes. Convictions ob- 
tained were 4,590, the convictions 
averaging 31 per constable. The sum 
of $70,370 was collected in fines, of 
which $28,614 was collected, under 
the liquor act. In the apprehension 
and conviction in all other phases of 
law-breaking and crime the provin- 
cial police had also set an excellent 
record, 

While general charges of non- 
enforcement were being thrown out, 
the attorney-general said he wished 
to draw attention to the fact that 
there had been only 23 apprehensions 
for drunk and disorderly conduct in 
the province during the year by the 
provincial police. There were 16 
convictions. This in itself was the 
best of evidence as to the, enforce- 
ment of the law. 

“By what process of reasoning does 
the attorney-general arrive at that 
conclusion?” queried Mrs. McKinney, 
of Claresholm. 

“When you have police arresting 
people for such a large number of 
crimes and law violations,” replied 
Mr. Boyle, ‘and these arrests are be- 
ing made by experienced police offi- 
cers, the majority of whom were 
members of the former Mounted Po-

The 
police were powerless without some 
new agency of clairvoyancy not yet 
discovered. 

Mr. Boyle eald there were in real- 
ity two liquor acts. One was the pro- 
vincial act as first endorsed, with cer- 
tain amendments which allowed the 
keeping of a certain limited amount 
of liquor. This act was not so dif- 
ficult to enforce and under its regu- 
lations bootlegging was not particu- 
larly flourishing. Then there came 
the federal order-in-council which 
made it unlawful to procure liquor in 


any form except from doctors and)

from Toronto papers to show that the 
bootlegging problem was even more 
acute there than in Alberta, owing to 
the near proximity to the source of 
distillery supply In Quebec.

“The only way is to cut off the 
source of supply," said Mr. Royle. 
“While the distilleries are making it 
there will be liquor brought in. We 
are catching some of it in every con- 
ceivable form of disguise—as dry 
goods, canned goods and in parcels— 
but we cannot get it all.’ 

However, Mr. Boyle made it plain 
that he was not excusing lack of en- 
forcement. We realized though that 
unless Canada went dry, provincial 
Prohibition could not be an entire suc- 
cess. Habits of liquor drinking were 
lifelong with many; the Mquor would 
be obtained if it was manufactured. 
Statutes could not prevent crime. 
Policemen could only hunt down and 
punish those who violated the law. 
The most rigid laws against murder 
did not prevent murder. Policemen 
could not stand over every man and 
see that he didn’t take a drink. 

A tribute to the work of the pro- 
vincial police was expressed by Mr. 
Boyle, He claimed their duties had 
been almost endless, details of which 
work he reviewed, and they had given 
a valiant account of themselves in 
the great service they rendered dur- 
ing the influenza epidemic.

Yet in no month did the sale of 
liquor to the druggists of the entire 
province amount to more than $2,000 
a day within the last few months. 
Even allowing for the epidemic, the 
average, therefore, was less for the 
whole province than would run two 
bars in the open-bar days.

On a basis of 100,000 male adults 
in the province the 1,700 convictions, 
however, under the liquor act showed 
evidence of considerable prosecution 
on the part of the police officers.

In 
nearly everything else prior to the 
passing of the liquor act, the crimes 
could be classified as either against 
the person or against property, There 
was a desire on the part of the tn- 
jured party to obtain prosecution and 
conviction. However, it was radically 
different with the liquor act. Viola- 
tions of the act were not exposed be- 
cause those having wpowietey of the 
violation were very frequently party 
to the violation in some way. 

“I must say that there is a very 
great deal of camouflage regarding 
this liquor question,” said Mr. Boyle, 
“There are many very respectable 
men who would hesitate to infringe 
upon any other statute of the prov- 
ince and yet in some way violate the 
liquor act as it stands I will go so 
far as to say that 60 per cent. of the 
adult male of this province have at 
some time or another violated” the

The following statistics regarding 
the Alberta police work in the pro- 
vince during 1918 were given by Hon. 
J. R, Boyle, attorney general, in the 
oe Friday. Mr. Boyle said 
in part: 

“It Is probably not realized by the 
‘average Albertan the tremendous 
amount of territory included jn the 
| province of Alberta and the tremen- 
dous task involved in adequately po» 
licing the province with the number 
of officers dt present on the provin- 
cial police force. 

The area of the province of Al- 
berta is 253,540 square miles, Alberta 
is twice the size of Great Britain and 
\Ireland, considerably larger than Ger- 
many, larger than Austria-Hungary 
(and is 87,800 square miles larger than 
the combined states of Maine, New 
'Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode Island, | 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 

The number of constables at pres- 
ent available for policing this vast 
iterritory is 148, thus showing as a 
|matter of division that each police 
| officer is responsible for the preserva. 
tion of peace throughout 1713 square 
miles of territory.

Lava in Greatest Quantities Seen) 
in Forty Years Flows from 
Kilauca 


HONOLULU, Feb. 14.—Lava in the| 
greatest quantities observed in forty | 
years is flowing from Kilauca, the 
largest active volcano in the world 
The lava is pouring over all sides of 


the central firepit walls on to the old 


crater floor Scientists said they ex- 
pected the lake of lava to subside 
wihtin a month | 

The old crater floor of Kilauca 
voleano has an area of about four 
square miles. The central firepit is 
about 2,000 feet in diameter Several 
times recently lava has poured over 


the constantly crumbling edges of the 
central firepit walls, submerging the 
old crater floor which in active times | 
is a black plain, | 

Scientists’ teste two years ago show- | 


ed the temperature of the lava to be} 
20,000 degrees Fahrenheit. These 
tests were made by Professor T. A. 


Jaggar, chief of the volcano observa- 
tory, who had spent five years mak- 
ing observations there To plunge hie 
pyrometric devices into the ewirling, 
botling lava, l’rofessor year and his

A number of the citizens, including 
representatives of the press, were 
guests at the Alberta Produce com- 
pany on Friday at a unique “deep 
water trout’ luncheon given at the 
Selkirk hotel. The guests were unani-

The fish are procured from 
the Peerless and Trout Lakes, about 
140 miles northeast of Grouard and 
hauled in to Enilda, 150 miles distant, 
to be shipped to their destination, 
This is a new Industry started since 
the new year. The fishing operations 
are in charge of the Wemern Canad 
Fish company. The Alberta Produce 
company acts as distributors and is 
represented by J. H. Lyons and C, H. 
Burwash Sixty teams are engaged 
in hauling the fish to the shipping 
point, and over 100 men are on the 
pay roll of the company; 50 being en- 
gaged in the fishing occupation, The 
company has already shipped in sev- 
eral car loads of fish and still have 10 
or 15 cars on the way, which Is the re- 
sult of one month's fishing. The fish 
fg being sold at any retail fish store in

The smaller cattle owners in 
the vicinity had not suffered much 
loss up to last accounts, but they also 
were liable to lose unless the weather 
became milder, Horses are not do- 
ing badly, as they can paw the snow | 
away, live on poorer grass, and know 


better where to find feed than the, 
cattle, 
The townships in the vicinity of 


Calgary are not yet subdivided, but 
a great many claims are taken and 
shanties built on them on specula- 
tion. A great many of the shanties 
are occupied by parties who are hired 
to live in them In order to hold the 
claims, and many of them are alto- 
gether unoccupied. Land is held at 
high figures in that vicinity yet.

Wilson, as chairman of the commission on the league of nations, read 
and explained the official draft which had been decided upon. 

The exceutive council of the proposed league of nations, as out- 
lined in the covenant read by the President consists of representatives 
of the United States, Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan, together 
with representatives of four other states. The council will meet as | 
often as is necessary, but at least once a year, at whatever place may 
be desiguated. Any matter within the sphere of action af the league 
or affecting the peace of the world will be dealt with. 

The official statement says that ‘‘due to the spirit of accord 
which has continually been manifested among members of the com- 
mission and in spite of some reservations which have been made with 
regard t> certain articles by some of the members, the whole text of 
the agreement, comprising twenty-six articles, was adopted after a 
protracted and complete discussion which brought out every con- 
conceivable point.’’

There appears to be a good deal of 
confusion existing among farmers in 
regard to handling seed oats 

In order to secure enough seed oats 
for seed purposes, the government is 
commandeering carload lots suitable 


| 
| 


for seed on track which they have 
any reason to suppose are being con- 
signed for feeding or milling pur- 


poses. This is not intended to interfere 
with the shipment of oats from one 
farmer to another or from one group 
of farmers to another group of farm- 
ers where the oats are legitimately 
required for seed purposes and are 
fit for seed. In shipping oats in car- 
load lots, therefore, or in ordering 
seed oats, farmers should take care to 
get a permit from G. M. Stewart of 
the Dominion Seed Branch, Calgary. 
If they secure such certificate the 
oats will not be interfered with, 
The Dominion Seed Branch, of 
which Mr. Stewart is the representa- 
tive in Calgary, has nothing to do with 
the issuing of certificates entitling 
farmers to special rates on seed grain. 
This matter is handled entirely 
through the United Farmers of Al- 
berta and farmers who wish to bring 
in seed oats should apply to the near- 
est local secretary of the U.F.A. for 
a seed grain certificate, entitling them 
to epecial and grain freight rate, In 
this connection, an application must 
be made and certificate secured for 
each individual who in getting seed 
out of any particular shipment, Thus
